TAX ABATEMENT 
PLAN TOO LATE, 
SAYS TREASURER 


Most of Taxes Already Paid, 


Says Steen Regarding Judge 
, 


Robinson's Measure 


WOULD BENEFIT ONLY FEW 


The proposed tax abatement initiat- 


ed law of Judge Robinson would bene- 
fit only a very small number ot tax- 
payers in the state at the expense of 
others, according to State Treasurer 
John Steen, basing his opinion upon a 
compiled statement ot taxes paid the 
state for the years 1*19 and 1930 un- 
der the total state levy. 


The compilation snows that less 


than 4 per cent of the taxes for the 
year 1919 are unpaid and that but 13 
per cent of the 1920 taxes are unpaid, 
•while the policy of the state board ot 
equalization tor years, according to the 
treasurer, is to figure upon but 95 per 
cent of the taxes being paid. 
Judge Robinson's proposal is to 
cancel all penalties and one-half the 
unpaid taxes for the years 1919, W2i 
and 1921, -permit the other half to be 
paid before November 1,1922, and can- 
cels all sales to the state for the years 
191» and 1920. 
No compilation is as yet available 


for the year 1921 as few abstracts 
have been reported. 
Taxpayers are 


paying their taxes much the same as 
in the past, according to the treasurer. 
His figure&ahow that about $1120,000 of 
state levy taxes would (be affected by 
the proposed law. The total percent- 
age of taxes reported paid, it is said, 
may <be lens than the correct amount 
as each settlement of a county treas- 
urer brings in taxes for the year 1919 
and 1920.

Sanford McCutchan, who came here 


from Belfield, says his brother David, 
charged with the shooting, is -insane. 
It is stated that insanity probably will 
be 'McCutchan's defense. 
Witnesses of the shooting say that 


during the fight between Inman and 
McCutchan, the latter said, "I will get 
two more." 
It is (believed he meant 


Oscar Erickson and John Douglas, who 
accompanied Inman. from, Amidon to 
the Gillette farm where the tragedy oc- 
curred. 
McCUtSKSniSs cdnUnfl8in&' appear 
unmoved toy-toman's deatfci- maintain- 
ing a defiant attitude and claiming he 
acted rightly.

Start Book Drive 


For ^Libraries 


Miss Mary E. Downey, state librar- 


ian, 
in speaking of the Library book 


drive said yesterday that abe was de- 
lighted with tTie spirit of the teachers 
un<1 that she felt sure the drive would 
be a great success. Those in charge 
have waited for a cessation of the 
flu epidemic before' starting the drive 
in Bismarck. 


Th° purpose of the drive is to col- 


lect books so that thousands of new 
books and books that are needed will 
be added to the Bismarck public li- 
brary and the libraries of the state. 
The residents 'f the city are asked 
to lend their hearty cooperation to 
the children and help to increase the 
number of books for service in the 
public libraries. This is one of the 
finest civic problems the schools can 
put over. 


It is expected that the children will 


cache a part of the material until near 
the end 
of the 
drive in order to 


spring a surprise at the last moment. 


This is to be a statewide movement 
and the surplus of books will be sent 
to the small communities to help start 
a library. There are a great many 
books in Bismarck. Citizens in Bis- 
marck have a great deal more to give 
than in some communities- where sim- 
ilar drives have been very success- 
ful. 
The children have displayed a 


tense interest and as it is now ap- 
proaching house cleaning time the 
women will be glad to go over their 
books and magazines and contribute 
what is not needed. 


It is expected that all the trash and 


a great many magazines will come in 
the early part of the week and that 
the good material and classic litera- 
ture will follow. 
It will save the 


money of the library to purchase the 
current books if people will contribute 
some of their books of classics. Stand- 
ard magazines will be filed to com- 
plete the records. The tendency to- 
day is away from the private library 
and towards the growth of the public 
library where one can secure a larger 
amount for reference work or have a 
geate'r number to choose from. 


We have 50 small libraries in the 


state that are not supported by taxes. 
These are supported onlv by women's 
clubs and will form the nucleus for 
good libraries of the future. 
,, 


People are especially asked to donate 


books of fiction which they may have 
and are of no further use to them. 
Good libraries have been developed in 
towns by this method, where there 
hud been nothing before. 


The plan for the drive Is to have the 


children bring the books to the school 
room mornings and at noon. 
The 


collection will b» kept in the room 
until the time is up. The students will 
do the first sorting themselves putting 
all books and magazines of a class to- 
gether.—The • articles, -classed, will 
then be taken to the central hall of the 
school and from there will be taken 
to the Public Library or to the State 
Library Commission -where the sort- 
ing will be completed.

Association of Colleges and second- 
ary Schools, according to a report o£ 
the recent meeting received by Mr. C.

This gives 
North Dakota 58 schools on tbe list 
of the North Central Association or 
two thirds of the class one schools 
of the btate.

ship for having failed to live up to the 
requirements 
although eight 
such 


schools were dropped in Minnesota, 
two of these being large Twin City 
high schools where overcrowding has 
become sucb a factor that officials of 
the association believe it is impossible 
for good work to be accomplished. 


Unemployment, Like 


Taxes, Is Growing 


in Great Britain 


London, March 25.—Wages of the 


British workman were cut more than 
6;000,(H)0 pounds a week in 1921, says 
the British Board of Trade. The re- 
duction affected more than 7,000,000 
workers and was almost equal to the 
increases in pay which had been grant- 
ed in 1919 and 1920. 


The number of unemployed contin- 


ued to increase during the past month. 
A statement issued by the American 
Chamber of Commerce in London 
snows the severe declines in Rritish 
trade last year. 
It gives British im- 


ports in 1921 as only 74.3 per cent of 
their volume in H91H, while exports 
were only 49.3 per cent of those of 
1918.
